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RUN TRAINS ON L 
PAST FIRE MENACE} 


Smoke from Spectacular Lake 
Street Blaze Overcomes 
Women as Cars Dash 
by the Scene. 


LIVE RAIL PERIL, TOO. 


Crowds and Firemen in Deadly 
Danger, but Loop Company 
Fails to Cease Op- 
erations. 


One more spectacular fire was added to the 
already long list credited to Lake street wo- 
terday when, in the evening rush hour, 
flames consumed the rear of the five story 
butidings at 72-80 Lake street, doing $150,000 
damage, practically tying up all down- 
town surface traffic and endangering the 
lives of passengers on crowded L“ trains. 

An overturned lantern caused the fire, 
which for a time threatened to destroy the 
entire block between State and Dearborn 


“| streets, in which the fire was located. The 


flames originated on the fifth floor of the 
McVoy-Wessling Hardware company, 72-76 
Lake street, but soon spread to the adjoining 
building occupied by the Hart-Crouse Heavy 
Hardware company. 

The lives of passengers on many elevated 
trains were endangered and, the firemen 
were hindered in their work by the fact that 
the Union Loop company failed to stop trains. 
Three charged wires fell across the track, 
one of them across a train, while the fire- 
men were fighting the fire. Had the power 
heen turned off as was suggested by several 
of the firemen, there would have been no 
further danger from the wires. 

The power from the third rails, however, 
was communicated to the wires, which fell 
aputtering and wriggling to the street. Be- 
cause of the dense smoke which filled the 
street, the danger was not discovered until 
the wires were but a few inches above the 
heads of the crowds. Theu there was a scat- 
tering in every direction, and, by chance, 
nobody was injured. 


Man Falls to Street. 


Frank J. Daniels, who gave Thirty-eighth 
street and California avenue as his address, 
probably had the most thrilling escape from 
death. Daniels had been watching the 
flames from the end of the elevated platform 
at State street when he conceived the idea 
of walking out on the tracks until he was in 
front of the building. 5 

He was standing thus amid the smoke, 
which made the street almost as black as 
night, when an elevated train approached. 
In the smoke Daniels did not see the train 


‘until it almost was upon him. Then, in his 


excitement he stepped back, but stumbled, 
lest his footing, and fell headlong to the 
street. 

Thousands of men and women in the street 


saw the form as ft fell through the alr, and it 


was believed he would de killed instantly. 
By a lucky chance, however, the man land- 
ed on his shoulders on the back of a horse 
attached to an insurance patrol. From the 
horse he slipped lightly to the ground, unin- 
jured. The frightened animale plunged and 
might have crushed the man under their 
hoofs, but for the activity of a policeman whe 
drew him from this danger. 


Women Overcome in Trains. 


Every elevated train which passed the fire 
instantly was filled with the black, poison- 
ous smoke which blew from the windows of 
the burning building with the force of ex- 
plosions. Many women were compelled to 
leave the trains at the Clark street station in 
order to get air, while several were over- 
come. | 

‘It is almost criminal that those trains 
should continue to be run while the firemen 
are endeavoring to fight the flames from lad- 
ders there, said Richard Gillen, who was 
in charge of the insurance patrols at the 
fre. Not only are the lives of passengers 
endangered, but if a fireman should be com- 
pelied to jump from a ladder to the tracks 
he would face almost certain death on the 
third rails. If several people are killed I 
suppose the loop people will come to time 
hereafter.” 

The fire was discovered shortly before 4 
o’clock on the fifth floor of the McVoy-Wess- 
ling company’s building. Three men were 
at work on that floor packing hardware. 
Turning suddenly Harry Scott found an 
overturned lantern blazing in a bale of straw. 


In another moment a great pile of straw and 


the heavy paper were ir flames. 


Runs Elevator Through Flames. 

Scott, accompanied by John F. Kaufmann 
and Joseph De Vries, made a rush for the 
stairs, but they were too late. The flames 
already had been drawn to the shaft in which 
the stairs were located and escape was made 
impossible. Harry English, the elevator 
boy, ran his car up through the flames, how- 
ever, and succeeded in rescuing the men from 
their perilous position. 

In the meantime the flames had spread to 
the lower floors and smoke was pouring from 
every window. When the firemen arrived 
they found the smoke so dense that fora few 
minutes they were unable to approach the 
blazing structure. 

The engines soon were in operation, but 
started another panic. It was discovered the 
sparks from an engine beneath the south 
side of the State street L station had 
started a small fire in the roof of the sta- 
tion. The fire was extinguished, the engine 
was moved to a safe distance, and the scream- 
ing women on the platform were quieted, 

The real danger of the flames was in the 
rear of the buildings, where great pieces 
of burning débris were dropping upon South 
Water street buildings. Fire Chief Horan 
ordered the fire boat Illinois" to run two 
lines of hose through the stores of M. Baker, 
98 South Water street, and J. F. Cella, 91 
South Water street. When fire engines 
dashed into the congested street several 
teams which had been standing in front of 
stores ran away, but verlous trouble was 
averted by the presence of two mounted po- 
Ucemen. 


Losses Placed at $150,000. 

The losses were estimated at about $150,000. 
The damage to the stock of the McVoy- 
Wessling com: any was placed at $85,000 and 
the damage to the building at $45,000. The 
loss of the Hart-Crouse company was placed 
at $15,000 and the damage to the building, 
80 Lake street, at $5,000. Other firms in the 
block will lose considerable because of the 
smoke and water. 

The surface lines which were tied up by 
the fire include the Elston avenue, Chicago. 
avenue, Ogden avenue, Grand avenue, Divi- 
sion street, and Lake street lines. Later

CITY HOSPITALS IN SIGHT. 


Five for Care of Emergency Cases 
May Be Established Soon. 


COUNCIL’S AID IS EXPECTED. 


First One Is Likely to Be Opened in 
the Municipal Building. 


There is every indication that Ch 
within a few months is to have its mug¢h 
needed series of emergency hospitais—the 
absence of which costs at least a score of 
lives annually. Better still, it is probable 
that some of them will be established within 
a few weeks. 

City officials have decided to remove the 
too often fatal necessity of hauling danger- 
ously wounded patients across the entire city 
to the county hospital for treatment. Records 
at Central police station show scores of cases 
of victims of the lack of the proposed emer- 
gency hospital system. 

Died in ambulance on way to county hos- 
pital,“ is a report found at the bottom of 
death reports every week. Health Commis- 
sioner Dr. W. A. Evans feels sure that a 
large number of these lives have been sacri- 
ficed needlessly, and that they may be saved 
with the new hospital stations, 


Five Now Under Coneideration. 

If the plan now unger consideration by 
Commissioner Evans and a number of alder- 
men are carried into execution hospitals will 
be placed in the following locations: 

City hall, fer shopping and business district; to 
be maintained in conneetion with the health de- 
partment offices. 

In police station to be constructed at Madison 
street and the river, for wholesale district and 
emergency cases in west part of dewntown dis- 
trict. 

South Chicago, near entrance of Hun“ steel 
milla, to take care of victims of accidents in mills 
and other perts of South Chicago. 

Stockyards, near University settlement. Forty- 
seventh street and Gross avenue, for stockyards 
cases. * 

North side, location not settled upon, investiga- 
tion as to the necessity for the hospital on that side 
of the city to be made soon. 

At a meeting of membere of the Iroquois 
Memorial association a committee, consist- 
ing of R. T. Crane, Health Commissioner 
Evans, and Modie J. Splegel, was appointed 
to work up the plan. Not much wae done 
during the holidays, but it ia expected the 
plan will be worked out before the meeting 
of the association at Willard hall next Sun- 
day afternoon. 


Aid of Council Is Expected. 


The first and greatest obstacle to the es- 
tablishment, of these hospital stations, of 
course, is lack of funds, It is likely, however, 
that this trouble will be overcome within 
two weeks, or as soon as the council finance 
committee meets to take up the annual 
budget. 

Gommissioner Evans already has con- 
ferred with Ald. Milton J. Foreman, chair- 
man of the council finance committee, and 
found him an enthusiastic backer of the 
proposition. Ald. Foreman agreed that the 
subject should be taken up just as soon as 
the committee ia called together. 

“Of course, there is no telling how much 
ot how little the hospitals will cost. said 
Ald. Foreman. “It depends entirely upon 
the kind of hospitals that are planned and

Cost of Maintenance Light. 


The expense of maintaining the hospital 
in the police station to be constructed at 
Madison street and the river also would be 
slight. An attending physician, of course, 
would be necessary for this hospital. 

Another and quite important feature of 
the proposed plan is that of taking over by 
the city of the work of caring for the work- 
men injured in manufacturing plants which 
now have private hospitals. 

It has been suggested that hospital sta- 
tions be maintained by the city in the vicin- 
ity of all big factories which have their own 
private hospitals. The factories would be 
compelled. to pay for the treatment, of all 
patients at just what it costs the city to treat 


and keep them. 
Crane Enthusiastic for Plan. 


Mr. Crane ie one of the enthusiastic back - 
ers of the plan to place @ central hospital in 
the downtown district, and hranches where 
they are needed. 

In the city of Boston such a hospital was 
established a short time ago,” said Mr. 
Crane. In the first six months this hospital 
treated 22,000 cases. With these figures as a 
basis it does not seem unlikely that such a 
hospital In Chicago would handle about 
30,000 cases in the same length of time. 

“ As a mater of fact we are away behind 
other large cities in this respect. Emergency 
hospital work is being done in every other 
large city, and Chicago should attend to the 
matter at one“ 

The only objection to the plan offered by 
Dr. Evans is the fact that the city is short 
of funds, and that the county is more abie 
to undertake a plan of this sort than the 
city. 

“The city has no hospital at present ex- 
cept ite contagious hospital,” he said. 
“Neither bas the city any fund from 
which money could be drawn to finance 
the scheme. The county could maintain 
these hospitals as branches of the county 
hospital, and the same administrative force 
could carry on the work of the entire system.

Allowing for all withdrawals and the pur- 
chase of clearing house certificates which 
now are held as collateral, the state banks 
indicated their prosperous condition by main- 
taining cash reserves in some instances far 
in excess of the 15 per cent required by state 
laws. One of the largest holders of the cer- 
tificates shows a reserve of 24 per cent. 

The trust companies of Greater New York 
were forced to r the brunt of the financial 
storm which broke with the suspension. of 
the Knickerbocker Trust company. The 
twenty-one companies which have reported 
show a falling off of deposits from $278,056,- 
800 on Aug. 22 last to $190,256,500 on Dee. 10. 

The market values of stock show a decline 
of about $20,000,000. In specie the twenty- 
one trust companies show a loss of less than 
$2,000,000, while in legal tenders and bank 
notes, held as reserve, they show an increase 
of nearly $1,000,000. 

Capital Remains Unimpaired. 
The trust companies all were put to a se- 
vere test, but their business affairs, accord- 
Me’ to the reports now submitted, have been 
so adjusted that, many of the officers claim 
they are in a better position today than ever 
betore. 

The Trust Company of America shows a 
net decline in cash reserve of less than 1 per 
cent since Aug. 1. The casn reserve of the 
company now on hand is $3,854,223. The 
capital of the Trust Company of America, as 
with all the other companies submitting re- 
ports, remains unimpaired. 

Thirteen trust companies contributed to the 

* Assqciated Trust company fund” which 
was raised for aiding weak companies during 
the financial flurry. The largest contribu- 
tors were the United States Trust, the Cen- 
tral Trust, the Manhattan Trust, the New 
York ‘Trust, and the Equitable. The fund 
amounted to $7,619,700. 


Few Savings Depositors Withdraw. 

Confidence was restored in savings bank 
eircles today when but few persons appeared 
at the expiration of the sixty day clause 
which the banks had taken advantage of to 
fortify themselves. Bank officials tonight 
expressed themselves as being highly elated

TOKIO, Dec. 26.—Ultra-provincialism add - 
ed to diplomatic inexperience has worked 
a failure for Rodolphe Lemieux, the Cana- 
dian minister of labor, who came to Japan 
to arrange a modus vivendi in regard to 
Japanese emigration to the dominion. 

This fact emerges from a mass of courteous 
press comments upon the occasion of his 
departure today for Canada. It stated some 
days ago that he had effected an arrangement 
on the subject with the Japanese govern-.

RAZORS LET OUT PRISONERS 


Three Soldiers Cut Way from 
Hospital at Fort Sheridan. 


POLICE HERE ARE NOTIFIED. 


1 


One Fugitive Is Under Five Years’ 
Sentence of Court Martial. 


Cutting their way with razors through the 
wall of the hospital at Fort Sheridan, three 
prisoners escaped yesterday from the mili- 
tary post. 

Ernest Thompson, 36 years old, an old 

deserter under a five years’ sentence, was 
the ringleader. He has escaped before, and 
is rewarded as a dangerous man. The others 
who escaped are Henry Schaulaub, aged 26, 
and Walter Dunlap, 26 years old, both await- 
ing sentence for desertion. 
- The men were confined in a temporary por- 
tion of the hospital used for criminals and 
were unguarded. The government has been 
asked repeatedly for an appropriation to con- 
struct a cage for prisoners in the hospital. 
An officer of the post thought the govern- 
ment might do something now. 


Razors Concealed by the Men. 


The prisoners are allowed razors for shay- 
ing, but are not supposed to retain them. 
The three deserters are supposed to have 
reached the underbrush lying north of the 
fort before their absence was discovered. 
Soldiers were sent out in every direction, but 
no trace of the men was discovered. 

The first story of the escape was that the 
guard was overpowered as he was serving 
their breakfast and beaten to unconscious- 
nese “after his rifle and cartridge belt had 
been taken from him, but an officer of the 
post denied that. 

Place Considered Fairly Safe. 

“The place was considered fairly safe,“ 
the officer said, and would have been if the 
men had not possessed the razors. The ward 
used for criminal] invalids should be provided 
with a steel cage, and the government has 
been asked for an appropriation for it, hut 
it has not been possible to secure it up to the 
present time. This escape may make a 
difference.” 

It is believed that Thompson, who was 
aware of the possibilities for escape from 
the hospital, feigned iliness. Chicago police 
were requested to look out for the deserters.

Steps will be taken by the police for the 
appointment of a conservator for Miss Nolan 
if she survives. 


Brown Out on Own Recognizance. 

Brown was released on his own recog- 
nigance in bonds of $400. He then signed 
a surety for the same amount for Kelley and 
Mrs. Laughlin. The case was continued un- 
til next Saturday. 

Brown insists his only interest in Miss No- 
lan was as her attorney and maintains he 
engaged Mrs. Laughlin to look after her as 
a matter of charity.

State street, claimed $900 commissions fora 
real estate deal that fell through when Miss 
Nolan refused to sell some property at the 
corner of Aberdeen street and Fifty-ninth. 

Tou need a good lawyer,” said Roberson. 
“There's a fine old man I know who will 
look after your interests as if they were his 
own.’ 

So Roberson introduced Brown to Miss 
Nolan. The fact that Roberson now accuses 
Brown of being guilty of nearly everything 
under the sun is one of the Interesting de- 
velopments of the case.

Telegraphers’ Wages Cut. 

Telegraph operators employed in brokers’ 
offices have been forced to accept a reduc- 
tion in wages, following the close of the 
telegraphers strike. Secretary Wesley Rus- 
sell of the Commercial Telegraphers’ union 4 
during the day declared most of the broker 
operators who received $35 a week during 
the strike had been reduced to $25.

THE. “PRICE OF BEER GROWS. 

Beer is to command a dearer price. 
There is a shortage in the barley crop, 
according to officials belonging to the 
Brewers’ associatiom They say that, in- 
asmuch as the harvest of this commodity 
is less \than in former years, the cost 
necessarily must be greater. Consequent- 
ly there is .to be more foam, the air 
pumps are to work harder, the glasses 
to be smaller. 

A report from the secretary ‘of agri- 
culture shows that the barley yield was 
better this year than at any period since 
1901. Because of the demand for the 
grain barley has become the seventh crop 
in importance in the United States. It 
has an annual value of 5115.000, 000. 
There are produced about 150,000,000 
bushels every season. 

Thus there is a diversity! of gpinion re- 
garding the crop that makes of water and 
the seeds of the field ambrosial liquids. 
The brewers say the cost of beer must 
go higher because barley is scarcer. The 
secretary of agriculture declares the out- 
put of barley is greater than fora long 
While.“ Looking at the market price one 
does not discover much difference be- 
tween the quotations now and those of a 
year ago. 

Again this question arises: Have not 
the sweeping effects of the prohibition 
movement, south and west, within the 
last three months had something to do 
with, lessening the demand for beer? 
Local option and state enactments 
against the sale of liquors have decreased 
the number of saloons. Such laws have 
wiped off the map many groggeries and 
bars. And the wave of temperance 
shows no sign of abatement. It is a seri- 
ous affair with brewers and distillers. 

To advance the cost of beer at such 
a time seems a little unwise. Repecially 
is this so when there is no exciting cause 
for such action other than to enrich the 
pockets of a few men.

Vice Admiral Sir Hedworth Lambton, who 
has just been appointed to the command of 
Great Bfitain’s naval forces in the Pacific, 
is the sailor brother of Lord Durham, who 
was in command of the naval contingent in 
the defense of Ladysmith. 

The role of the naval contingent in that- 
connection is well known. Indeed, had it 
not been for the sailors and for their big 
guns which they had brought up at the last 
minute from the cruisers Powerful and Ter- 
rible at Durban and mounted on carriages 
ingeniously and specially designed in the 
emergency by Admiral Sir Percy Scott it 
is extremely doubtful whether Ladysmith 
would have.been able to hold out against 
the Boers until relieved. 

Lambton and Scott were justly regarded 

as the heroes of this siege, and were hailed 
— such on their return to England, where 
they were ladem with honors, Hedworth 
Lambton, in addition, being appointed to the 
command of the royal yacht and being pre- 
sented by Queen Victoria with a gold watch 
and chain, the watch bearing her monogram 
and crown in brilliants, with the inscription 

* Ladysmith; 1000,“ as a token of her per- 
sonal regard. 

Queen Victoria's gracigusness to Hedworth 
Lambton was all the more noteworthy in 
view of the fact that of all the statesmen of 
her reign there was not one who excited her 
indignation and her animosity to such a de- 
gree as his grandfather, the first earl of 
Durham, governor general of Canada, the 
causes of her dislike for him being set forth 
at full length in the memoirs of Charles Gre- 
ville. 


Lady Willoughby d' I Eresby, who was Miss 
Eloise Breese of New York, has just given 
birth to a son, who will, in course of time, 
succeed to his grandfather's 8 An- 
caster, and to the possession of the vast 
Drummond estates, which, claimed by a

Lord Drummond, who died in New York

FEW APPEALS FOR CHARITY 
IN YEAR THAT IS CLOSING. 


General Prosperity: Shown in Report of 
Chicago Bureau—-Less Demand Also 
for Employment.

If few applications for charity is a cri- 
terion, the year just closing has been a pros- 
perous one for Chicago and Chicagoans. 
The report of the Chicago bureau of charities 
shows that there was a total of 6,760 applica- 
tions for assistance by needy families. III 
ness, as always, was the most important 
cause assigned by the applicants. Employ- 
ment was found for 1,383 persons, of whom 
204 were seriously handicapped by loss of 
limbs or defective sight. 

The Illinois free employment bureau also 
had little difficulty in finding employment for 
applicants of all sorts in Ch o during the 

year. The bureau, according to the annual 
report issued by Supt. William H. Cruden, 
found employment for 42,102 persons during 
the year—an increase of 5,744 over the record 
for last year.

Another volume of personal reminiscences 


of war times is John Eaton’s “ GRANT, 


LINCOLN, AND THE FREEDMEN ” 
(Longmans), though its author did pot live 
te see its publication. Eaton, aplain 
eus brigadier general in the army, has 
been known of recent years as the super- 
intendent of schools in Porto Rico, but when 
Gen. Grant created the position of super- 
intendent of freedmen he immediately rec- 
ognizéd him as the man for the place, and 
later made him commissioner of the freed- 
men. 

His reminiscences of the civil war, there- 
fore, have special reference to the work 
done for the contrabands and freedmen of 
the Mississippi valley. Hence, though there 
is some light shed of a personal nature upon 
the men who directed affairs in these times, 
the value of the book to historical students 
lies in the efforts made by nation and army 
to ameliorate the condition of the negro. 

Ethel Osgood Mason, who collaborates im 
the writing of the book, gives a sketch of 
the author’s life. He was one of those 


. whose education. was obtained surreptitious- 


ly at night, when, to have a:better light, he 
would rest the lamp upon his chest as he 


lay in bed. His: persistency at last over-

‘Lyon G, Tyler, the president of William

It will be worth the time of any one about 
to build a house of some preténsions to read 
Wiliam Herbert’s\ ‘‘ HOMES FOR TOWN 
AND COUNTRY ” (Duffield & Co.), for the 
architectural and esthetic advice therein is 
sound. The author believes too that out of 
our terrible architectural mistakes of the 
past there is beginning to appear the first 
signs of something like a national scheme of 
house design, something adapted to our 
scenery and climate. 

The tendency best worth remarking, he 
thinks, is the increasing influence of a few 
general types of design. Although still 
heterogeneous and indiscriminate, American 
architecture has improved in those respects. 
Certain solutions,“ he says, of special 
problems have been worked out and these 
special ways of treatment, and types of de- 
sign, while open to many serious objections, 
have all some measure of propriety.“ The art 
is becoming nationalized with us in the same 
way but not to the same extent that it is in 
France and England. 

Speaking of hotels, the author says that the 
old Astor house, the Palmer house, and the 
Auditorium are built on the penal plan of 
architecture, as though the main object was 
to keep the guests from escaping. There is 
no doubt that these buildings, which for a 
time set the style for hotel design, are ugly 
and forbidding, just as some other structures 
on the lake front are. There are @ great 
many Illustrations in the book.
